which had ‘greatly increased between 


and the date of the wage-freezing 


.order. As a final irony these latecom- 


ers also were getting the cost-of- 


If .miners are so essential and all 
they want is more money, why not 
give them the raise and be done with 
it? Lots of people earn more than a 
miner, and with less work. But it is 
not as simple as that. 

Mining is not only.a vital war in- 
dustry, it is also a permanent peace- 
time industry — a none-too-profitable 
enterprise which exploits a wasting 
asset and can therefore lock forward 
with certainty to a growth, not a di- 
minution, of its difficulties. 

Mining is frequently .unprofitable. 
Canadan mines lost money all through 
the depression, showing a profit in 
1940 of only 1.7% and slumped to a 
loss again in 194j. Requests for a 
wage increase are opposed by the em- 
ployers, who produce figures to back 
their plea “We can’t afford it.”

“thirties”, and they are now carrying on steadfastly in spite of: labour 


_shortages and wartime restrictions, which present many difficulties, It 


is to be sincerely hoped that post-war conditions both here and abroad will 
be such as .to provide sound prosperity for this great food-producing area of 
our Dominion.
